MEMPHIS (AP) — The United 


States Commission on Civil Rights 
was scheduled to open a two-day 
hearing in Memphis today amidst 
loud protests from the segrega- 
tionist Memphis Citizens Council. 


Brooks Norfleet, attorney 
for 


the council, met early arrivers of 
the Commission Sunday with a 
formal document of protest charg- 
ing the hearing was rigged. 


When he failed in a try to set 


up a meeting with commission 
members, Norfleet told a small 
group of followers and newsmen, 
"I don't like arrogant bureaucrats 
coming into our community and 
:efling us'Wliat we can' ancf cannot 
do." 


Norfleet's words were in marked 


contrast with a statement by Po- 
ice Commissioner Claude Armour 
earlier that the people of Memphis 
'are accepting integration as an 
eventuality." 


Armour told a televised news 


conference that Mempliians may 
not like public school desegrega- 
tion but they are more conditioned 
to it now than they were last fall 
when token integration was intro 
duced. 


Armour was among some 35 wit- 


nesses subpeonaed to appear be- 
fore the Commission. Representa- 
tives of civic business and! poliffi- 
cal circles have been called to 
testify on a variety of civil rights 
subjects. 


It is the first hearing in the 


south in a current Commission 
study of civil rights problems in 
urban areas1. Topics will include 
sit-in demonstrations, health surv 
ices, education, employment and 
housing. 


The Citizens Council charged the 


commission with calling witnesses 
who would fit the report it is seek 
ing. Norfleet said he had offered 
to testify but no invitation was 
forthcoming.

."The office;of governor is too 
important," Faubus sai^, "to give 
it to someone simply because he 
wants it or can use it as a spring- 
board to another office." 


Faubus said the cornerstone of 


accomplishments of hisi adminis- 
tration was industrial develop- 
ment. He said 62,586 new jobs had 
been created under his adminis- 
tration and this employment in 
1961 and 1962 stopped Arkansas 
population loss for the first time 
in three decades. 


During the current administra- 


tion. Faubus said, the average 
weekly 
wage hag risen 
from 


$56.33 to $69.03, the per capita in- 
come from $979 to $1,420, the 
average annual teacher's salary 
from $2,284 to $9,614 and the an- 
nual expenditure for education 
from $59 million to $102 million.
